Mystery  Finally  Solved, 
USU  Does  Have  Wheel 


The  mystery  of  the  Wagon 
Wheel  has  at  last  been  solved! 

MILAN  SMITH,  president  of  the 
BYU  chapter  of  Blue  Key,  told  the 
Daily  Universe  Thursday  that  he 
had  contacted  the  Utah  State  chap- 
ter president,  George  Skidmore, 
and  traced  the  “wheel”  down. 

“Blue  Key  up  there  admitted 
they  took  it  as  a joke,”  he  explain- 
ed. “It  was  just  done  in  retaliation 
for  last  year  when  we  took  the 
wagon  wheel  from  USU  and 
brought  it  down  here.” 

ACCORDING  TO  Smith,  the 
wheel  is  actually  not  a possession 
of  either  BYU  or  USU.

Hopi  Indians  Give 
Papers  To  BYU 

A formal  presentation  of  the 
Hopi  Indian  papers  accumulated 
by  John  S.  Boyden  was  made  to 
the  manuscript  collection  of  the 
Brigham  young  University  Clark 
Library  Thursday. 

THE  COLLECTION  of  several 
thousand  historical  and  legal  items 
was  given  to  Dr.  Lyman  S.  Tyler, 
director  of  BYU  libraries,  by  John 
S.  Boyden,  legal  counsel  for  the 
Hopi  Tribe. 

He  was  accompained  by  Lee 
Thomas,  tribal  chairman,  Robert 
Adams,  vice  chairman,  Thornton 
Maho,  sergeant-at-arms,  and  Logan 
Koopee,  interpreter. 

BOYDEN,  THE  tribal  officals, 
and  government  officals  Clyde  Pen- 
soneau,  superintendent  of  the  Hopi 
Agency  at  Kearns  Canyon,  Joe 
Lucero,  assistant  supertendent, 
and  Albert  Purchase,  land  opera- 
tions officer,  toured  the  BYU  cam- 
pus after  a visit  with  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Following  the  tour  the  party  ate 
in  the  Skyroom  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center  with  host  Paul  Felt,  direct- 
or of  BYU  Indian  Afafirs.

HE  SAID  that  the  wagon  wheel 
will  be  transported  back  to  BYU 
after  the  Utah  State-BYU  football 
contest  the  same  afternoon.

Faculty  Studies 
Honor  Code’s 
Effectiveness 

“A  most  stimulating  study,” 
were  the  words  with  which  Dean 
Elliot  Cameron  described  a report 
on  the  breakdown  of  the  honor  code 
at  the  Air  Force  Academy  read  be- 
fore the  faculty  Thursday  at  its 
first  meeting  of  the  school  year. 

The  report  said  that  there  was  no 
single  cause  for  the  cheating  scan- 
del  that  rocked  the  Air  Force  Ac- 
ademy last  spring.  However,  it  was 
stated  that  the  honor  code  at  the 
Academy  suffered  from  not  having 
a program  that  applied  to  all  cad- 
ets. 

The  report  said  that  cadets  felt 
they  had  no  real  part  in  the  school, 
consequently  had  no  loyalty  to  it. 

Dean  Cameron  said,  “The  honor 
code  is  only  a focal  point  for  an 
ideal  way  of  life.  It  is  not  an  end 
in  itself.”  It  is  only  a guide  in  deal- 
ing with  others,  he  added. 

In  referring  to  the  honor  code  at 
BYU,  Cameron  said  there  is  an 
indifference  to  the  code.  This  in- 
difference, he  said,  is  more  ser- 
ious than  open  opposition  to  it. 

President  Wilkinson  also  an- 
nounced the  organization  of  a Fac- 
ulty Committee  on  Teaching,  to  be 
made  up  of  four  teachers  respect- 
ed by  the  faculty.  They  will  en- 
courage, foster,  and  promote  bet- 
ter teaching  and  also  assist  admin- 
istrative offices  in  evaluating 
teaching  in  order  to  elevate  teach- 
ing excellence,  he  said. 


Drury  Halis  Johnson 
As  Powerful  Chief

Allen  Drury,  author  of  the  Pulit- 
zer Prize  winning  novel,  “Advise 
and  Consent”,  said  in  the  Forum 
Assembly  Thursday,  that  the  thing 
which  impresses  him  most  about 
America  is  the  “essential  human- 
ity of  American  government.” 

HE  SAID  that  President  John- 
son is  “perhaps  the  most  complex, 
certainly  the  most  powerful,  man 
to  live  at  1600  Penn.  Ave.  in  the 
time  of  peace’. 

The  political  novelist  stated  that 
President  Johnson  is  a “past  mas- 
ter at  the  art  of  leadership.” 

OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  branch 
of  the  government,  Drury  said  that 
“Congress,  in  all  its  blundering 
humanity,  is  the  American  people”. 
He  said  that  Congress  could  not 
possibly  be  more  representative 
than  it  is  “it  has  old  men,  young 
men,  petty  men,  mountebanks 
quack  and  fools,”  he  mused. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  its  pro- 
blems like  any  human  being, 
Drury  remarked.  He  said  that  oc- 
casional squabbles  leak  out  just  as 
they  do  anywhere. 

THE  NOVELIST  referred  to  na- 
tional politics  as  the  “hard  slugg- 
ing life  of  Capitol  Hill”,  and  said 
that  Washington  is  a place  where 
you  can  observe  “free  men  run- 
ning their  own  government  their 
own  way.” 


Drury  warned  that  America 
is  a very  troubled  land,  and  that 
there  is  a “general  decay  every- 
where.” He  spoke  of  four  danger- 
ous attitudes  among  the  American 
people  today. 

The  first  one  is  the  attitude  of 
“lets  pretend.”  He  explained  that 
this  attitude  is  one  of  complacen- 
cy, believing  that  hostile  nations 
are  really  our  “buddies”  engaging 
in  a little  fun. 

THE  SECOND  attitude  is  “over- 
sensitivity to  foreign  opinion,”  the 
third,  the  “tendency  of  far  too 
many  Americans  to  downgrade 
their  own  country,”  and  the  fourth, 
the  “habit  of  ceaseless  self-critic- 
ism.” 

Drury  contended  that  these 
attitudes  are  the  result  of  fear,  and 
that  Americans  must  exhibit  more 
bravery  to  dispel  these  attitudes.

BYU’s  harriers  topped  the  Utah 
State  Aggies,  17-41,  Thursday  at 
the  Provo  Municipal  Golf  Course. 

Ron  Morgan,  as  he  did  in  the 
first  two  races  of  the  season,  led 
the  Cats  across  the  finish  line.  His 
winning  time  was  a very  good  19;- 
05:8  over  the  flat  and  wet  3.9  mile 
course. 

Last  week  in  Logan,  BYU  swept 
the  first  four  places  before  the  first 
Aggie,  Dave  Roberts,  finished. 
After  Morgan  came  Bob  Richards, 
Daryll  Beardall,  and  Bob  Delaney. 

THE  FIRST  MILE  and  a half 
saw  Morgan,  Richards,  and  Bob 
Delaney  running  together  in  the 
lead.  Just  before  the  two  mile 
mark  Morgan  began  to  pull  away. 
He  increased  his  lead  to  about 
fourty  yards  and  held  this  lead  to 
the  finish.

International  Students  Cheated?  Red  Shirts 


There  are  many  programs  on  campus 
which  help  the  foreign  student  adjust  to 
American  and  BYU  life.  ‘“Y”  Friends  are 
assigned  to  each  new  foreign  student,  the 
new  orientation  system  instituted  last  year 
has  been  expanded  to  include  the  foreign 
students,  and  many  Provo  residents  and 
faculty  members  invite  students  into  their 
homes.  The  International  Students  Club 
six>nsors  special  events,  parties,  and  confer- 
ences, and  offers  many  students  a chance  to 
work  on  committees  and  projects. 

Adjusting  to  a different  culture  is  one 
of  the  prime  purposes  for  studying  in  a 
new  country.  But  most  foreign  students 
live,  work,  play,  and  study  with  fellow  for- 
eign students.  Their  exposure  to  the  BYU 
culture  is  from  the  outside.  The  BYU  stu- 
dents who  participated  in  the  Salzburg  pro- 
gram last  spring  experienced  little  diffi- 
culty meeting  the  French,  Spanish,  Middle 
East,  and  other  American  students  in  Salz- 
burg. But  bi’eaking  into  the  local  student 
life  was  practically  impossible.  Failure  to 
make  strong  contacts  with  the  Austrian 
students  was  perhaps  the  most  dishearten- 
ing part  of  the  trip. 

A BYU  Chinese  student  who  wanted  to 
live  with  American  students  (and  why 


shouldn't  he  . . . he  can  live  with  Chinese 
students  at  home),  was  told  recently  by 
a local  renter; 

“Why  do  you  want  to  live  with 
Americans?  Aren’t  there  any  Chinese 
kids  you  can  live  with?  Don’t  you 
think  you’d  be  happier  with  some  of 
your  own  race?  What  will  you  do  at 
meal  time  . . . your  customs  are  so 
different.” 

BYU  is  unique  in  that  86  percent  of  the 
foreign  students  are  LDS  and  find  identi- 
fication in  their  wards  and  church  organ- 
izations. The  returned  'missionaries  from 
foreign  countries  also  enhance  the  accultur- 
ation process. 

But  why  can’t  more  foreign  students 
be  invited  to  participate  in  other  campus 
organiztaions  ? How  many  foreign  students 
are  there  in  CAA„  Samuel  Hall,  Sportsmen, 
IK’S,  Spurs,  Chi  Triellas,  or  Sportswomen? 

Is  the  foreign  student  experiencing  as 
deeply  from  the  International  Students 
Club  as  he  could  from  a “regular”  campus 
unit? 

Are  the  students  of  BYU  missing  an  op- 
poi'tunity  to  strengthen  their  education  by 
keeping  the  foreign  students  in  a separate 
isolated  group?
